Ill-Health Cause of Resig- | 
nation, Alberta Conser-

A slight heart attack suffered 
on Sunday, February 27, while 
not serious, was the main reason 
why former Premier R. B. Ben- 
nett tendered his resignation as 
leader of the Conservative party, 
stated H. R. Milner, K.C,, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Conservative 
Association, who arrived in Ed- 
monton Tuesday morning after 
attending the party's conference 
at Ottawa. 

In explaining the reasons for de- 
ciding to resign, Mr. Bennett read 
to the meeting the reports of his} 
physician, Mr, Milner said.

On perusing the bill, he noticed 
that there was to be a wage tax, 
In the absence of 
Mr. Low who is in Ottawa, Mr. 
Duggan asked the premier to in- 
form the house if the bill had any 
provision for a tax on private citi- 
zens who hitherto had not been 
taxed. 

“When the question was asked, | 
would take it that the provincial 
treasurer meant that there was no 
change in the incidence of the tax,” 
said Premier Aberhart. 

“The whole purpose of that 
bill, as I understand it, is to be 
a definite method of collecting 
the income tax. There is no in- 
tention on the part of this gov- 
ernment to have a wage tax.” 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister 
of municipal affairs, said his under- 
slanding of the bill that increases 
provided in the income tax affected 
corporations only and individuals 
were not affected, 


SLIDING SCALE 
The bill, given first reading Fri- 


| day, provides for a sliding scale on 


the net income of corporations in- 
stead of the present flat five per 
cent as at present. The new rate 
is one per cent on the first $1,000 
of the net income, two per cent on 
the second thousand, three per cent 
on the third thousand and increas- 
ing one per cent per thousand until 
it is 19 per cent on the 19th thou- 
sand dollars, The tax is a flat 10 
per cent on the whole net earnings 
if the net earnings exceed $19,000. 

The provision for deduction of 
one per cent from wages says the 
deduction will be made by em- 
ployers from the wages and salaries 
of employees and refunds will be 
made when income taxes on in- 
dividuals is being computed at the 
end of each year. 


FURTHER EXPLANATION 

Further explanations of the tex 
changes under the bill may be made 
by Mr. Low when he returns from 
Ottawa where he went to discuss 
relief matters with the federal gov- 
ernment.

A settlement of that kind would be on 
every ground preferable to continuing the pre- 
sent situation, even if that situation does not 
lead to a law-suit. 


FORCED TO QUIT 

Mr. Bennett informed the conference of Con- 
servative Senators and members of the Com- 
mons that he must retire from the leadership of 
the party. A heart condition which developed 
a couple of years ago has left him practically no 
choice in the matter. It has, he says, placed a 
“drastic limitation” upon his activities. No one 
who knows anything of Mr. Bennett could doubt 
what he would do in such circumstances. For 
him there could be only one course. He was 
never a man to go at half-speed. It had to be 
“full steam” all the time. 

There will be no party lines in the reaction 
to this announcement, in parliament or in the 


country. Those who fought his policies and de- | 


feated his candidates will join with his associates 


and supporters in genuine regret that so greatly | 
talented a man must leave public life and be | 
content to sit on the side-lines. In Alberta, where | 
he lived so long, znd where he has been a factor | 
in politics, federal or provincial, since the days | 


of the old Northwest Council, regret will be 
unanimous and keen.

THE RELIEF QUESTION 

Speaking to a resolution introduced by Mr. T. 
L, Church of Toronto, Hon. Norman Rogers said 
in parliament it would cost the Dominion treas- 
ury $100,000,000 a year if the federal Govern- 
ment were to take over full financial respons- 
ibility for relief.

Jatures altogether. Should they vote “yes” the 
relief question would no doubt be simplified. But 
it is to be feared that if the Dominion does not 
assume the whole relief burden until the legis- 
latures are wiped out by popular vote, the system 
of divided responsibility will have to continue 
forsometime.

Should 
the income tax be more than the wage-tax, he 
will have to remit the balance. 
| This appears to be the effect of the new 
amendments to the Income Tax Act, introduced 
in the legislature on Friday. These are evidently 
so worded as to catch wage and salary earners 
who receive more than $60 a month but not 
enough to be taxable under the income law. 

But, it seems, a wage tax bill may not fore- 
shadow a wage tax, nor the intention to levy one. 
Premier Aberhart explained Monday the Gov- 
ernment had no intention of imposing a wage 
tax on persons not liable for income tax. The 
bill, as he understood it, was designed to pro- 
vide a new method of collecting income tax- 
money. Applying in particular, it was sug- 
gested, to experts who enter the province from 
the United States, work for a time in Turner 
Valley, but depart before the time comes to pay 
income tax. 

There the matter stands until Hon. Solon 
Low gets back from Ottawa and tells the mem- 
bers exactly what he wants to do, and how a 
proposal to collect a wage tax from high-salaried 
temporarily-employed transients came to get 
itself translated into a bill that would take one 
per cent from the wages and salaries of every- 
one in the province who gets more than $60 a 
month. 


Archbishop O'Leary came to Edmonton in 
1920, from the far end of the Dominion, as suc- 
cessor to Archbishop Legal.

NEW FRONTIERS

Jules Verne amazed and delighted the world 
fifty years ago by his stories of scientific ro- 


rected today, it would be his turn to be amazed, 
He would find many of the creations of his 
imagination fully realized. 

Curiously enough, the pioneer inventors of 
our machine age were taken no more seriously 
than was Jules Verne. Benjamin Franklin's early 


mance. Could the incomparable Verne be resur- 
| 


experiments with electricity were ridiculed. 
Even the learned British Royal Society was un- 
moved by his carefully prepared reports. Edison's 
first demonstration of the incandescent electric 
lamp caused Henry Morton, president of the 
Stevens Institute of Technology to say, “Every- 
one acquainted with the subject will recognize it 
as a conspicuous failure.” Commodore Vander- 
bilt, a leading railroad man of his time, dis- 
missed George Westinghouse, the inventor of the 
airbrake, with the remark that he had no time to 
waste with fools. The privately organized tele- 
graph companies declined Alexander Graham 
Bell's offer to sell his telephtbne for $100,000. 
The astute Chauncey Depew confessed that he 
warned his nephew not to invest $500 in Henry 
Ford's company because “nothing has come 
along to beat the horse and buggy.” 


In the light of modern industry, it seems 
incredible that these epochal discoveries and 
inventions were derided, ridiculed, and scorned. 
Yet neither hostile public opinion, restrictive 
legislation, nor threat of physical violence has 
ever long retarded the efforts of scientific 
pioneers. Happily, profound changes have 
occurred in the public attitude toward scientific 
men and their work, Natural science has 
“arrived”; the public is eager to be informed 
about the latest developments: and researchers 
themselves are generally regarded as an essential 
and normal part of society. Perhaps the reason is 
that virtually everyone has become more or less 
technician and amateur scientist. At sixteen 
years our children drive the family car, and at 
less than that age some of them are familiar 
with the internal mechanism. The elements of 
aviation, radio and air conditioning are known 
to millions of people. Although we may have 
ceased to wonder, we have not ceased to ask, 
“What's next?” 

Without indulging in long distance predic- 
tion, here are a few “next things” that I believe 
will materialize within our generation, Despite 
the years of development in the field of synthetic 
textile fibers, rayon accounts for little more than 
7 per cent of the consumption of textile fibers of 
all kinds. I foresee a vastly greater use of 
synthetic textile fibers.

Many cases of heart trouble are well develop- 
ed before the patient notices any warning symp- 
toms, A pain in the left side of the chest is not 
necessarily an indication of heart trouble but 
may be due to intercostal neuralgia, gas pres- 
sure, or over-loading the stomach with food. 

The diagnostician must make a careful study 
of the patient’s symptoms to determine if they 
are due to real heart trouble or merely due to 
some of the foregoing causes. In addition to 
this, the physician should listen to the heart 
sounds as transmitted through the stethoscope, 
take the blood pressure, and make use of the 
fluoroscope to observe the action of the heart. 
The electrocardiograph is also valuable as it 
makes a record of the heart action. 

The patient who has developed a heart dis- 
order may notice some of the following symp- 
toms: Fulness of the chest; irregular heart beat; 
hot and cold flushes; pain in the left side of the 
chest or down the arm; shortness of breath; ex- 
haustion after slight activity; dizziness; blueness 
of the lips, hands or feet; and nervousness. 

These are some of the symptoms which may 
attend heart troubles, but their mere presence 
does not invariably mean that the heart is af- 
fected and it is unwise for the patient to at- 
tempt to diagnose his case for himself. Many of 
the valuable tests used to diagnose heart dis- 
orders could not possibly be employed by the 
patient working alone. 

Both functional and organic heart disorders 
may develop from eating too much food, the use 
of wrong kinds of foods, incorrect food combina- 
tions, eating when tired, and using too many al- 
coholic and other stimulants. The heart has 
enough work to do in the ordinary lifetime 
without being forced to work against the dis- 
tention of a stomach over-loaded with food. 
There is a slight rest between each pulse beat, 
but the heart is a muscular organ which must 
remain constantly at work day in and day out. 

Each time a heavy meal is eaten this may be 
followed by a disturbing pressure upon the dia- 
phragm and on the arteries in the abdomen 
which carry the blood to the lower parts of the 
body. The heart laboring against such pressure 
must grow old and tired before its time, and 
under such strain the heart valves may fail to 
function well, allowing a backward seepage of 
blood. 

The pressure of abdominal gas may be cited 
as a cause equally as important as over-eating. 
It is a noticeable fact that the X-ray examination 
almost invariably discloses the presence of gas 
pockets either in the upper part of. the stomach 
or in the splenic flexure of the colon, in every- 
one suffering from functional heart troubles. 

Beside the heart derangements resulting from 
the mechanical pressure coming from a large 
meal or from accumulated gas, there are out- 
standing chemical causes which may be respon- 
sible for the development of heart troubles. If 
one lives so that a general toxemia develops, it 
is easy to understand thatthe extra amount of 
toxic material which blood carries through the 
heart must in time have some effect upon the 
delicate membrane lining this organ. As an 
example, it is well-known that the heart con- 
stantly irritated by rheumatic toxins is especi- 
ally likely to be affected. 

The presence of an intestinal irritation is of- 
ten sufficient to cause a rapid heart action, 
through reflex irritation. 

In tomorrow’s article I will discuss the gen- 
eral treatment of heart disorders. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. J. H. asks: “Can you tell 
me something about chewing gum? What is its 
effect upon digestion, and of what is it compos- 
ed?” 

ANSWER: Chewing gum was originally 
made from spruce gum or refined paraffin-wax 
variously flavored, but chewing gum at the 
present time is made from chicle, a gum obtained 
from the milky juice secreted by the bark of the 
sapodilla tree, which also bears one of the most 
delicious of the tropical fruits. This gum was 
used by the Indians for chewing many years be- 
fore it was known commercially. It makes a 
very good substitute for rubber, but brings a 
better price from the chewing gum industry, and 
is practically exclusively used for this purpose. 
In the chewing gum factory blocks of the dried 
chicle are thoroughly refined and sterilized, and 
mixed with the sweetening and various flavors, 
Chewing gum stimulates the secretion of saliva 
and various other digestive fluids and for this 
reason may be used after a meal, often taking 
the place of a dessert to an advantage. Its use 
assists in developing the muscles of the jaw and 
probably assists in preserving the teeth and 
keeping them clean. It is best not to use the 
chewing gum immediately preceding a meal. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Eileen H. asks: “How 
much water should a person drink during the 
day?” 

ANSWER: The quantity of water used de- 
pends upon your bodily necessities and these 
vary in each individual case. A good rule to 
use is to take as much water as necessary to keep 
the kidney elimination a light color. If the liquid 
elimination ever becomes dark during the day, it 
is a sign you are not using enough water. The 
additional water should be taken between meals 
and not with food. Six to eight glasses per day 
are usually needed. 


But, compared with other prob- 
lems that have been solved with the aid of 
science, it should be easy to achieve not only 
truly low-cost housing, but at the same time, 
housing that is vastly better. Improved methods 
of construction as well as improved materials are 
necessary if these objectives are to be achieved. 
The engineer is making much progress toward 
improved methods. His ally, the chemist, is busily 
engaged with the development of better 
materials. Thus, wood can be treated so that it 
will resist fire, decay, insects, and fungi as well 
as the ravages of weather. Newer materials such 
as plastics, coated fabrics and metals, and fire- 
proof insulation are destined to be increasingly 
important. 

What about agriculture? Agriculture is a 
chemical business. Nature, the great chemist, 
combines air, water, sunshine, and a few mineral 
salts into countless complex products— starches, 
sugars, proteins, fats, oils, gums, resins, cellulose, 
A way will be found to aid and hasten these 
natural processes, For instance, there is talk of 
large-scale “tray” agriculture—farming on a 
factory plan.—Christian Science Monitor,

A Day in Canadian History

Sixty years ago politics were red- 
hot in the province of Quebec, and, 
curiously enough in view of recent 
happenings in Alberta, the issue 
wes as to the part lieutenant- 
governors should take in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs, .. .

| Was high Tory ... for the first 


time since Confederation the formal 
head of a provincial government 
was a man who for many years had 
beea an unrelenting foe of all that 
his ministers stood for. Ever since 
entering public life in 1850, Le- 
tellier had been fighting Conserv- 
ative and clerical influence in east- 
ern Quebec, His two chief advisers 
were deBoucherville, premier, and 
A. R. Angers, attorney-general. It 
was inevitable from the start that 
there would be friction, although 
Letellier tried to be conciliatory. 

Personal pique and political pres- 
sure soon brought a crisis, Angers, 
angered because given too low a 
place at a state dinner, issued 
proclamations without the gover- 
nor’s signature. Dr, Skelton tells 
that: “The growing extravagance of 
administration, the widespread pub- 
lic suspicion of intrigue and corrup-

Other Fellow’s Cold Can’t 
Get Through Rays Of 
Ultra-Violet Light 


By HOWARD BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
NEW YORK, March 8.—A new 

lamp whose beams protect a per- 
fon against catching the other 
fellow’s cold was announced 

Monday at a meeting here of the 
American Institute, New York's 
oldest scientific society. 

The first installation is at the 
teller’s window of the lafayette 
Bank and Trust Company at Suf- 
fern, N.Y. It was described as the 
culmination of 10 years’ search for 
a form of ultra-violet light to purify 
air and all that man touches, with- 
out hurting his eyes. 


BREATHS STERILIZED 

In the bank window the beams 
from a curtain of bluish light fall- 
ing from a long-horizontal, over- 
head tube of mercury vapor, The 
curtain lies between teller and cus- 
tomer. Breaths are instantly ster- 
ilized. The light kills bacteria in 
less than a second. 


The rays also kill germs on the | 


upper surfaces of hands passing 


money through the window. They | 


even kill the germs on the exposed 
side of the money. 


MORE IMPORTANT 

This killing of the germs carried 
by touch is, for mor‘ of the infec- 
tious diseases, mo™ important than 
sterilizing the air. The new light 
has been in the Suffern bank a 
month, In that time, officials said 
Monday, no irritation of eyes has 
been noticed. 

Dery! Hart, M.D., surgeon-in- 
chief of Duke hospital, Durham, 
N.C., said the beams completely free 
the air of germs around a patient 
on the operating table.
